With the passing of Mr. H. V. Mc- 
Chesney, Sr., on August 15, 1947, 
Frankfort High School lost its most loyal 
supporter and its dearest friend. He 
was loved by all who knew him, and his 
death came as a great shock to both 
the faculty and the student body. 


"Uncle Harry" will long be remem- 
bered for his constant cheerfulness, his 
ever ready wit, his great sense of humor, 
and his tireless spirit. He was always 
eager to lend a helping hand, especially 
to the handicapped and the under-priv- 
ileged. _ 

Mr. McChesney began teaching at 
the age of twenty and in 1892 became 
School Superintendent of Livingston 
County. He served as Superintendent 
of Public Instruction of Kentucky from 
1900 to 1904 and in this position ac- 
complished many things for the better- 
ment of schools throughout the: state. 


From 1911 until the time of his death, he was a member of the Frank- 
fort Board of Education and was Chairman of the Board for many 
years. It was through this affiliation with our school that he came to 
be loved and respected by the students and faculty members. In 
1934 the Frankfort High School football stadium was named Mc- 
Chesney Stadium in his honor. 


One of the greatest honors bestowed upon "Uncle Harry" was 
that of being voted the outstanding citizen of Kentucky in 1941. 


In order to show the respect, love, and admiration the students 
had for him, and in recognition of his thirty-six years of service to 
our school, we, the members of the Senior Class, do hereby dedicate 
this, the 1948 Capitolian, to the memory of Mr. H. V. McChesney, 
Sr, In so doing we acknowledge our indebtedness to him, and par- 


tially express our appreciation for having known "The Grand Old 
Man."
